authority to allocate the funds¢ 
and specify nations to receive the 
aid. 

He said the arms aid bill to 
implement the Atlantic alliance 
should be passed by Congress as 
soon as possible and that the full 
amount sought should be granted. 

Democrats and Republicans 
alike have agreed that Mr. Tru- 
man may not get all that he 
wants in the request for re 
aid.

House Foreign Affairs Commit: | 
tee members appeared determined | 
to trim the amount asked, even | 
after they received figures on | 
Soviet military strength. ton 
had a full day of closed door ses- | 
sions yesterday with arms and 
state department experts who 
helped draft the big arms aid 
program. 

Mr. Truman said he does not | 
care anything about blank check 
authority to allct the arms aid 
money. 

He said he is content to let 
Congress work out the details. 

The important thing, he said, 
is to provide the money and prv- 
vide it quickly.

The President also discussed 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, China 
and excise taxes. 

Concerning Mrs. Roosevelt, a 
reporter asked whether it is true 
that she has offered to resign as 
a member of the U. S. delegation 
to the United Nation because of 
a difference with Francis Card- 
inal Spellman over federal aid to 
education. 

Mr. Truman replied that Mrs. 
Roosevelt offered to resign—as 
she does every year—just to give 
him a free hand to appoint any- 
one he wants. 

But, he said, she’s going back 
to the United Nations in her same 
job. 

Publish Volume 

The President announced that 
the state department is publish- 
ing, tomorrow, a volume on United 
States relations with China, par- 
ticularly during the last five 
years. 


He said his main purpose in 
asking the secretary of ‘state to 
publish this record at this time, 
is to insure that our Far Eastern 
policy shall be based on informed 
and intelligent public opinion.

FRESNO, (/) — Forward steps 
in meeting the problems cf Cali- 
fornia’s grape industry were re- 
ported by agricultural leaders to- 
day. 

The industry’s central problem 
is simple: too many grapes. 
perhaps, too few markets. 

In any case, it is estimated that 


in excess of anticipated demand 
will be produced this year. That 
is a sizeable chunk of 2,800,00 ton 
crop. 

Action being taken to do some- 
thing about this surplus includes: 
Marketing Agreement 

1, The Federal marketing agree- 
ment for raisins. 


Growers have just finished bal- 
loting on this program, and for 
mal announcement of its approval 
or rejection is expected from the 
department of agriculture in a 
week or 10 days. Meanwhile, 
growers, anticipating approval, 
went ahead with election of mem- 
bers of the advisory board which | 
will operate the agreement. 

Essentially the program is a 
device for keeping surplus raisins 
off the market to keep prices up. | 
It is also expected to have a 
beneficial effect on the market for 
grapes sold fresh or to wineries. 


Insure Fair Return 
Al J. Brown, bank executive | 
and long prominent in the grape | 
industry, said “the “agreement 
should insure a fair return for 
efficient growers. But he warn- 
ed growers not to expect high pri- 
ces.

Comptroller General Lindsay 
Warren informed Congress to-

there were “improper payments 
in excess of $6,280,000” that “were 
induced by fraud.” 

Of this, he added only about 
$107,882 “has been recovered” and 
the outlook for additional recov- 
ery is slim. 

He said the general accounting 


| office had recovered $474,717, but 


that government agencies which

MWD Membership to Cost Taxpayers 
70 cents per $100 Assessed Value 


(This is the first in a series of 
articles explaining the plan for 
annexation of Ontario, Upland, 
Chino and Fontana to the Met- 
ropolitan Water District. 


“How much is it going to cost 
me?” 

That’s the first question asked 
by a local property owner when 
the subject of Metropolitan Wa- 
ter District membership for the 
area comes up. 


There are as many answers to 
this question as there are types 
of property in the West End. 

Basically the cost per year to 
the taxpayer will be 70 cents per 
hundred dollars worth of assessed 
valuation. 

Includes Back Taxes 

Total cost of annexation of On- 
tario, Upland, Chino “and Fontana 
areas to the MWD will come to 
$2,320,597. 

This includes back taxes of the 
MWD totaling $1,905,370 plus in- 
terest of $415,227. 

This sum is to be raised by, the

Break Down Costs 
Annual cost of membership in 
the MWD will break down to 

$377,426 including the 3 per cent 
interest and installation of a dis- 
tributing system. 

On the basis of 1948-49 proper- 
ty assessment figures of $58,420,- 
690 for the affected area the total 
tax rate for each $100 in prop- 
erty comes to 70 cents.

Besides paying for the water 
there is also a pumping charge of 
$8 an acre foot to pay for the cost 
of electric power used in the 
pumping.

NEW YORK (AP)—There is 
no known way to keep from get- 
;tign polio—infantile paralysis— 
but there are a lot of things you 
can do that might help. 
The trouble is that no one knows 
| how the invisible protein particles, 
|the viruses which cause the di- 
| sease, are carried from person to 
| person, They are small enough to 
| float in air, or to be carried on, 
|in or by anything whatever. 
Millions of dollars have been 
| spent vainly trying to learn how 
| this virus travels. If you suspect, 
‘for example, that the virus is in 
a bit of food, it takes nearly a 
month and perhaps $500 to make 
}sure. And then another month 
‘learn whether the virus moved to 
some other suspected place. 





FH in Gaps 


Many facts have been learned. 


;And common sense fills in’ the 
| gaps. 
Human beings certainly carry 


the virus while they are sick. They 
|almost certainly get in what goes 
‘into their mouths. Their throats

If that were all, the breaking 
of the polio chain would be easier.

Don't Get Chilled 

Don’t get chilled. Chilling has 
a techinacl meaning here. It is 
lowering your ‘bedy temperature 
to the point where natural body 
chemical reactions slow down. 
With this much chilling, polio. in- 
fection already present, gets a bet- 
ter chance to start. Nobody, how- 
ever, can tell why most of the 
polio comes in warm summertime. 
/In chill winter there also is con- 
siderable polio, but no edpidemics. 
|\Don’'t get fatigued. Fatigue 
; lowers your body’s resistance too. 
There is an added reason for avoid- 
‘ing fatigue. Over-cxertion is sup- 
posed to do its worst damage dtr- 
ing the early stages of polio. But 
your child can be in that stage 
without anyone knowing it. 

Keep clean obviously hands toys, 
anything in the house can harbor 
| polio virus, At this point comes 
another contradiction, in the find- 
ing that places with the best sani- 
tation sometimes have the worst 
folio outbreaks. There's probably 
a special reason, and it is safe 
to stick by cleanliness. 

No Swimming 

Stay out of polluted swimming 
waters. The reason is the verified 
fact that sewage has polio virus 
in an epidemic area, Outbreaks 
have becn followed through sev- 
age trails nearly 100 miles long. 
There is a chilling hazard too in 
! swimming. 

Swat flies. It is verified that 
they carry polio virus, But don’t 
worry too much—remember that 
many thousands of dollars worth 
of search have failed to trace a 
' single cause of human polio to 
flies. Mosquitoes and most any 
other human bug pest are under 
slight suspicion. 

Watch headaches, sore throats, 
nausoca fevers, obscure pains and 
stiffness. That is the way a polio 
attack may start. To be sure the 
watching won't prevent pelio, but 
this watchfulness might catch 
those precious early hours of the 
illness, and really prevent some 
| erippling.

Boon to Hot Weather Cock 


Some food are naturally good companions. This is the case 
when it comes to the many combinations of ready-to-serve cold 
meats and fruits and vegetables, points out Reba Staggs, home 


economist.

The meat and the potato salad 
or potato chips can be tastily dis- 
played on a platter with cdible 
garnishes of carrot strips, radish- 
es and tomato wedges.  Jellicd 
fruit or vegetable salads go equal- 
ly as well with the cold meat. 

Ready-to-serve 

Or the ready-to-serve meat can 
be chopped and combined with 
vegetables in a salad for the main 
fare of the meal. Bologna is de- 
licious with cooked peas, toma- 
to cubes, lettuce and a tart vine- 
gar dressing. The salad is serv- 
ed on lettuce or endive with hot 
butter toast tips. 

Another combination is minced 
ham cut julienne style and piled 
over tossed tomato wedges. slic- 
ed hard-cooked eggs, chopped 
pickle and a zippy dressing. 

Liver Sausage 

Liver sausage combines’ with 
finely chopped onion, finely sliced 
green pepper, sliced carrots, diced 
celery and lettuce. It is artfully 
moistened with mayonnaise sea- 


soned with a small amount of 
horseradish, 
Cold meat-fruit combinations 


make an appealing main dish serv- 
ed in individual style or in one 
large bowl lined with salad greens. 
Chopped ham is grand with pine- 
apple chunks, grape halves and 
lemon juice thinned mayonnaise. 
Apricots, black and red cherries 
are naturals with veal loaf.

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"Ace Municipal Law 
Firm Will Defend 
CC, City in Suits 


The Ontario Chamber of Commerce will have California’s 
ace municipal law firm as defense counsel in two suits facing 


it and the city council. 


The Los Angeles firm of Burke, Marshall & Burke has ac- 


cepted the chamber’s defense. 


Louis Burke, senior partner of the firm, announced the 
acceptance last night in an interview at his home in Monte- 


bello. 

Burke, who served 12 years as 
chief counsel for the League cf 
California. Cities, expressed op- 
timism over the outcome of the 
two suits now pending in San Ber- 
nardino Superior Court. 

He pointed out that it is com- 
mon practice throughout the State 
of California for city governments 
to use chambers of commerce as 
agents in expending city funds for 
advertising and promotional pur- 
poses and to give rent-free occu- 
pancy to the chambers in return 
for their services as agents. 

Burke said that he will not ap- 
pear in court on behalf of the 
chamber but will confine his ef- 
forts to the legal research and 
interpretations. 

His partner, D. G. Marshall, will 
act as trial lawyer. Marshall has 
compiled an envious string of 
court victories in similar cases, 


Burke said. 
Busch is handling the defense 


of the City of Ontario and city 
officials named as co-defendants 
with the chamber. 

Ontario chamber officials yes- 
terday declined to comment on 
defense arrangments until they 
have been settled. 

Burke was offered the job Mon- 
day after Robert L. Deards had 
been appointed to head a commit- 
tee to procure chamber legal 
counsel. 

The Montebello attorney was 
chosen to handle the case because 
of renown in legal circles as the 
outstanding California authority 
on municipal law. He has acted 
as defense attorney in cases simi- 
lar to the suits facing the cham- 
ber and the City of Ontario. 

Aid of the California state and 
United States Chambers of Com- 
merce will also be solicited by 
the chamber.

New chemical 
kills tough 
skinned flies 


A new chemical that can kill 
flies now immune to DDT is re- 
commended to Upland citizens in 
a message on fly control from 
City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley. 

Mr. Manley’s message follows: 

You have probably seen in the 
papers reports that flies are be- 
coming more and more immune 
to the effects of DDT. Onevwreas- 
on for this is that DDT will not 
kill the larvae; and therefore, if 
the larvae is sprayed with DDT 
the flies which emere from the 
sprayed larvae are somewhat im- 
mune to it. 





Prevents Hatching 


The solution to the eradication 
of flies is not only to find some- 
thing which will kill the flies, but 
also to do something about pre- 
venting the flies from hatching. 

One of the best ways to prevent 
this is to see that all places where 
flies can lay their eggs are elim- 
inated. See that garbage cans 
have tightly-fitting covers. Cover 
up all compost piles, for flies will 
breed in wet leaves, grass clip- 
pings, etc. Chicken coops, dog 
pens, and the like should be kept 
clean and sprayed with lindane,
